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ADMINISTRATION 

The  Vermont  State  ASC  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
ASCS  activities  assigned  to  them  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

These  programs  are  administered  in  Vermont  at  State,  county  and  community 
levels  by  ASC  farmer  committeemen.  Farmers  in  each  community  elect 
annually  from  their  number  a community  committee  of  three  to  carry  out 
the  programs  and  do  the  field  work  in  their  community.  Any  person  is 
eligible  to  vote  in  an  ASC  community  election  if  he  meets  any  of  the 
following  requirements: 

A.  Is  of  legal  voting  age  and  has  an  interest  in  a farm  as  owner  or 
tenant . 

B.  Is  not  of  legal  voting  age  but  supervises  and  conducts  the  farming 
operations  on  an  entire  farm. 

C.  Is  eligible  to  participate  in  any  ASCS  program  administered  in  the 
community . 

The  community  committeemen  also  serve  as  delegates  to  attend  a county 
convention  at  which  a county  committee  of  three  is  elected.  The  county 
agricultural  agent  serves  as  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  county  committee. 

The  county  committee  administers  the  programs  at  the  county  level  within 
the  policies  and  guides  set  up  by  the  State  Committee.  Each  county 
committee  employs  a full-time  county  executive  director  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  county  ASCS  office. 

The  State  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  It  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  and  operation  of  all  applicable  programs 
in  the  State.  The  Committee  determines  the  policies  and  makes  recommenda- 
tions to  be  carried  out  by  a State  Executive  Director  who  is  the 
administrative  head  of  the  State  ASCS  Office.  Supervision  of  county 
offices  is  handled  by  two  District  Directors  headquartered  at  the  State 
ASCS  Office. 
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AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PRCXjRaM 
Administration 

The  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  is  authorized  by  an  act  of  Congress 
and  came  into  existence  in  1936*  The  program  recognizes  the  need  for 
additional  conservation  of  our  soil,  water,  and  forest  resources.  It  sets 
up  a system  whereby  the  Government  and  farmers  can  join  together  in  a 
program  of  conservation.  This  provides  for  a farmer-consumer  effort  to 
encourage  and  financially  help  farmers  to  carry  out  needed  conservation 
practices  so  that  the  Nation’s  farms  may  continue  to  produce  in  the  future. 

The  program  is  developed  from  the  recommendations  of  the  community  and  county 
committees  as  these  reflect  the  needs  at  the  grass  roots.  The  State 
Handbook  of  Practices  is  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  State  Committee  working 
with  the  National  and  State  Forest  Service  representatives  and  the  State 
Soil  Conservationst . The  provisions  and  practices  are  within  the  framework 
of  the  National  Bulletin. 

The  program  is  administered  through  the  locally- elected  county  and  community 
committeemen.  There  are  I4 2 county  committeemen  and  38l  community  committee- 
men serving  the  program  as  it  is  operated  in  Vermont  at  the  present  time. 
Through  this  service  they  develop  qualities  of  leadership  which  are  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  community  and  State. 

The  average  cost  per  farm  enrolled  in  the  program  for  the  fiscal  year  1970 
for  the  committeemen’s  work  in  administering  aCP  and  the  other  applicable 
programs  in  Vermont  was  county  committee  - $2.12  and  community  committee  - 
^.07.  These  men  receive  pay  on  a per  diem  basis  for  the  time  worked  only. 

In  addition  to  the  conservation  work  carried  out  on  the  land  as  summarized 
in  the  tables  contained  in  this  report,  the  program,  through  furnishing  lime 
and  fertilizers  on  a contract  basis,  has  kept  the  costs  of  these  materials 
at  a lower  level  than  they  would  have  been  otherwise.  In  working  with  the 
railroads  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  the  materials,  freight 
rates  have  been  reduced  in  many  instances. 

The  tabulation  on  page  13  showing  "Use  of  Funds"  by  years  indicates  that 
the  farmer  has  been  and  is  contributing  in  cash  and  services  considerably 
more  than  the  cost  of  the  program  to  the  Government «

CROPLAND  ADJUSTMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  196£,  among  other  things3  provided  for 
long-time  diversion  of  land  currently  being  used  for  the  production  of 
surplus  crops  to  protective  uses. 

This  program  helped  farmers  to  divert  cropland  to  protective  conservation 
uses  under  long-term  agreements.  Land  was  taken  out  of  crop  production 
in  I966  and  1967  for  periods  of  five  to  ten  years.  Participants  received 
adjustment  payments  calculated  as  a portion  of  the  value  of  the  crops  which 
otherwise  would  be  produced  on  the  land.  They  were  eligible  for  conservation 
cost-share  payments  on  the  diverted  land.

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PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAMS 


In  the  field  of  price  support,  the  Vermont  ASC  Committee  has  concerned  itself 
with  keeping  up  to  date  on  the  over-all  activities  of  the  various  price  support 
programs  that  would  affect  the  State1  s agriculture,  such  as  those  for  dairy- 
products,  honey,  wheat,  com,  and  the  purchase  and  loan  programs.  Information 
on  these  has  been  passed  along  to  the  county  offices  and,  through  publicity, 
the  farmers  have  been  kept  informed. 

WHEAT  PROGRAM 

All  states  with  wheat  acreage  history  are  considered  commercial  wheat  states 
under  this  program. 

The  National  allotment  was  million  acres  for  1970.  This  was  a decrease 

of  6.1  million  acres  from  the  1969  National  allotment.  Vermont*s  share  of 
the  National  allotment  was  395  acres. 

There  are  82  Vermont  farms  of  record  with  wheat  allotments.  These  are  located 
in  Addison,  Chittenden,  Grand  Isle,  Orleans,  and  Windham  Counties,  with  57  of 
them  being  in  Addison  County.  These  farmers  were  notified  of  their  1970 
allotments  and  had  an  opportunity  to  enroll  in  the  county  office  between 
February  2 and  March  20. 

EMERGENCY  LIVESTOCK  FEED  PROGRAM  - ADDISON  COUNTY 

The  Addison  County  Disaster  Committee  requested  that  an  emergency  Livestock 
Feed  Program  be  activated  in  their  county.  Farmers  in  the  county  suffered 
severe  losses  of  forage  and  feed  grain  crops  in  last  summer1 s drought. 

The  State  Disaster  Committee  and  the  Governor  concurred  in  the  recommendation 
and  the  Department  of  Agriculture  approved  the  program  for  the  county  on 
December  75  1970. 

A training  meeting  was  held  in  the  county  on  December  15  and  the  program  got 
underway  immediately.  One  of  the  conditions  of  approval  this  year  is  that  all 
applications  be  supported  by  a financial  statement  prior  to  approval. 

It  is  anticipated  that  several  thousand  tons  of  corn  and/or  oats  will  be  brought 
into  the  county  under  this  program. 

WOOL  PROGRAM 


The  1970  support  program  on  wool  was  carried  out  under  the  National  Wool  Act 
of  195U,  as  amended.  The  program  was  extended  through  1970  by  Public  Law 
90-559  approved  October  11,  1968. 

The  1970  incentive  price  was  720  per  pound.  Deductions  of  ly0  per  pound  from 
shorn  wool  payments  and  7^0  per  hundredweight  from  lamb  payments  were  made  for 
advertising  promotion  and  related  market  development  activities  on  wool  and 
lamb.  This  promotion  program  was  carried  out  by  the  American  Sheep  Producers 
Council,  Inc.

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DEFENSE  ACTIVITIES 


The  State  ASCS  organization  has  been  actively  working  with  other  USDA  agencies 
in  carrying  out  defense  assignments  made  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

ASCS  offices  get  as  support  offices  at  the  State  and  county  levels.  This 
involves  providing  space  for  defense  board  meetings  and  doing  the  necessary 
paper  work  as  well  as  maintaining  the  files. 

The  State  ASCS  Executive  Director  serves  as  State  USDA  Defense  Board  Chairman 
and  the  County  Executive  Directors  serve  as  chairmen  of  the  respective  county 
defense  boards.  In  this  position,  our  organization  has  been  busy  in  working 
with  local  Civil  Defense  officials  in  trying  to  make  the  necessary  plans  for 
keeping  farmers  informed  of  the  production  and  distribution  of  the  necessary 
food  for  our  population  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

OTHER  SERVICE  ACTIVITIES 

Outdoor  Conservation  Laboratory 

The  Vermont  ASCS  participated  in  this  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Vermont 
Federation  of  SportsmenTs  Clubs  in  cooperation  with  Vermont  State  agencies 
concerned  with  conservation  of  all  natural  resources. 

The  Laboratory  for  1970  was  divided  into  two  10-day  courses  of  orientation 
and  field  trips  covering  the  subjects  of  minerals,  soil,  ACP,  water,  forests 
and  wildlife.  The  attendance  at  each  session  consisted  of  25  teachers  of 
graded  and  high  school  level  who  were  awarded  scholarships  for  the  Laboratory. 

These  teachers  spent  part  of  one  day  on  ACP  and  visited  farms  in  the  vicinity 
of  Morris ville,  Vermont.  At  these  farms.  County  Committeeman  Lawrence  Gregory, 
Community  Committeeman  Raymond  Jones,  and  County  Agent  Silas  Jewett  outlined 
the  part  that  the  ACP  program  plays  in  the  conservation  effort.  The  teachers 
then  reviewed  the  conservation  work  carried  out  on  the  Raymond  Jones  farm. 
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Informational  Activities 


The  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Vermont  Extension  Service  to  edit  and 
arrange  for  final  release  to  State  and  county  newspapers  information  concerning 
ASCS  programs  in  Vermont  was  continued.  This  method  is  very  satisfactory,  and 
the  Vermont  Extension  Service  information  staff  is  always  cooperative  in  this 
respect. 

Several  radio  tapes  were  made  during  the  year  using  Extension  Service  facilities 
and  these  were  released  to  radio  stations  throughout  Vermont.  In  addition, 
several  radio  programs  were  arranged  for  at  the  county  level  and  were  partici- 
pated in  by  State  office  personnel  and  local  ASCS  people. 

State  office  personnel  appeared  on  the  television  program  "Across  the  Fence" 
over  WCAX-TV,  Burlington.  Arrangements  for  these  appearances  were  made  in 
cooperation  with  the  Vermont  Extension  Editor's  office. 

The  monthly  newsletter  distributed  to  county  and  community  committeemen  and 
cooperating  agencies  was  continued  in  1970,  These  letters  are  a method  of 
pointing  out  the  highlights  of  ASCS  programs  in  Vermont. 

County  informational  nestings  were  held  in  eight  counties  in  the  spring  of  1970, 
In  most  counties,  these  meetings  were  combined  with  a tour  of  farms  which  were 
carrying  out  conservation  programs.  These  meetings  were  attended  by  county 
and  community  committeemen,  visiting  farmers,  and  representatives  of  cooperating 
agencies.  Counties  developed  their  own  programs  and  stressed  long-range 
conservation  practices  such  as  forestry,  and  soil  and  water  conservation  work* 
Attendance  was  good  and  programs  were  interesting  and  informative.  County 
agents,  county  foresters,  SCS  and  Extension  personnel  helped  to  arrange  and 
conduct  these  meetings. 

At  the  beginning  of  programs,  and  on  other  occasions  as  needed,  suggested 
county  news  releases  were  provided  to  county  offices.  These  were  adapted 
locally  and' released  for  publication  through  the  County  Extension  Office. 

In  addition,  timely  ASCS  news  and  announcements  were  disseminated  locally 
through  the  county  agent,  either  in  his  radio  program,  newsletter,  or  column 
in  the  newspaper. 

Washington  has  supplied  12  Vermont  radio  stations  with  tapes  on  a weekly  basis. 
These  tapes  deal  with  ASCS  current  developments  relative  to  agriculture  in  this 
part  of  the  United  States.  The  3 to  5 minute  narrations  do  a good  job  in 
helping  to  keep  our  agricultural  community  informed. 
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
